Cuicaao, Int., October 81.—What high carnival 
the Devil must hold whenever the American people 
engage ina national election. Chicago, great in 
everything else, is superlatively great in her cam- 
paign lies. When youcome here to invest, her 
people size up your pile; when you come to get in- 
formation, they size up your credulity. Being 
neither diffident nor reticent, they are al ways enter- 
taining, and when you succeed in determining how, 
many milesto allow to the inch, their political 
sketches arein a measure instructive. Ihave been 
solemnly assured that the Blaine electors will carry 
the State by over 50,000 majority. An equally for- 
midable liar has confidentiaily produced figures 
which establish the election of the Cleveland ticket 
by about 25,000. Having thus established a paral- 
lax, ] feel that Iam not rash in naming 5,000 and 
20,000 as the minimum and maximum of the Re 
publican majority in the State. Ifthe Independent 
element had not mistaken dropsy for fat and mus- 
cle, and is really as healthy and athletic as it thinks 
it is, Blaine will do well to score 5,000. In that event, 
Carter Harrison will very probably be the next 
Governor. His friends assert that he will lead the 
entire ticket by 10,000, but they cite figures and facts 
to sustain that.estimate. They assert a belief that 
he will get nearly the entire Independent vote, but I 
have the very best authority from 
within the Independent headquarters for saying 
this is a mistake. There can be no question that 
the German Independents will vote almost solidly 
for him, as will many German Blaine men; but bh 
will lose among the American Independents. Rec- 
ognizing that this dissatisfied Republican vote is 
the most important unknown quentity affecting the 
general result, I have devoted specia! endeavors to 
securing some reasouable estimate of its strength.

The 
names enrolled in their Executive Committee aro 
names that Mr. Cieveland can be proud of, Frank- 
lin MacVeagh, brother of Wayne MacVeagh, who 
foun Garfield's Cabinet uncongenial because of his 
devotion to duty, is its chairman. Gen. A. C. Mc- 
Clurg, a veteran and one of the largest publishers in 


fee country, isa member. Wirt Dexter, one of the 


most respected members of the Chicago bar, and 
one of the ablest lr wyers in the country, is a most 
active member, notwithstanding the fact tht he is 
a large iron manufacturer, and is liable to all the 
dire disasters which Blaine predicts for fron manu- 
iacturers in case they refuse to accept him as their 
Moses.

He was quite overcome by the 
Ohio Republican enthusiasm and he came back 
here determined to go in and make an out and out 
Republican campaign for himself. All of his 
constituents would not follow him, but a 
fair share of them concluded to join 
his fortunes. Meanwhile the Democrats had nom- 
inated Frar k Lawler, and now 

THE HOTTEST FIGHT IN THE STATE 
is In progress in that district, with almost a certainty 
of Finerty's defeat. Thisis almost conceded by 
his friends, while his enemies are offering long odds. 
Only that Lawler is quite a vulnerable candidate, 
Finerty would have no chance at all. The effect of 
his course, iuowever, will be to carry fu.1 1,500 votes 
to Blaine. He will probably be rewarded for his 
mart m by an apppointive position. 
_ In ete ‘s defeat the Democrats will credit 
themselves with the zain of a Congressman. 

IN THE THIRD DISTRICT 

the Republicans acknowledge that they are certain 
to lose a Congressman unless they can conciliate the 
two rival Republican candidates now in tne fleld, 
and get one of them to withdraw. Some time agq 
George R. Davis was nominated by a convention 
calied by a Republican Committee of doubtful 
authority. Another convention called bya rival 
committee nominated Wm. E. Mason. 
The Democrats nominated Jas. H. Ward. 
The Third is A Republican district, 
and Davis is its present member. The Republicans 
endeavored to induce Davis to withdraw, and finally 
the question was submitted to an arbitration, in 
which the national committee was represented. The 
arbitration decided for Mason, and Davis with- 
drew. His faction, however, were in po degree mol- 
lified. They renominated bim, and he declined. 
They nominated another man, and he declined. Fin-

Rev. Stat.) to arrest, without a warrant, any 
officer or person who may in your presence, or the 
presence of a Supervisor, commit or offer to com- 
mit, any of the following offenses: 

1 e refusal by any officer of election to re- 
ceive, count, certify and give effect to the vote of 
any qualified voter of the precinct in which he 


offers to vote, who is willing to take the prescribed 


oath. 

2. The attempt by any officer or manager of the 
election, or any other person, by threats, violence, 
or other unlawful means, to prevent or delay any 
qualified citizen in the free exercise of his right to 
vote, 

3. The reception of any officer or manager of 
election of the vote of any person not entitled to 
vote, or who has aiready voted, after proper chal- 
lenge of the said vote.

Statements or affidavits of a startling charac- 
ter against any candidate are obviously un- 
worthy of credit when published for the first 
time at this late stage of the contest. There 
aro two specimens of this kind of campaign 
lie in this morning’s Globe- Democrat. 

One purports to be an affidavit in which one 
S. G. BLyTHe of Iowa swears that his father told 
him when they were together in Indianapolis in 
1864, after transacting some business with Mr. 
HENDRICKS, that the latter said: “I would 
be glad toask you to dine with me, but cannot 
invite that boy in that uniform.” This story, 
so incredible to all whoknow anything about 
the character or manners of THOMAS A. HEN- 
DRICKS, is published now for the first time on 
the eve of an election, and after the lapse of 
twenty years. The reason for holding it back 
till now is obvious. 

Another affidavit headed “‘A Soiled Saint,” 
purports to tell how one Joun St. Joun, not 
“Joun P.,” abanfloned a wife and child in 
Richland County, Ill., in 1852, and ever after 
heartlessly refused to recognize or do anything 
forthem. There is no allegation that the per- 
son referred to is ex-Governor JOHN P. ST. 
JOHN, but it is published in New York and tel- 
egraphed all over the country on the eve of 
the election, to: be read and understood asa 
charge against him. 

A perfect avalanche of this kind of stuff, false 
and libelous, but like this St. John story 
bearing the ear-marks of manipulation to evade 
prosecution, may be expected from now on till 
Tuesday next. Steve ELKINS is running the 
most brutal specimen ofa “low down” cam- 
paign that has ever been seen in this country.

three Appellate Judges for the full term of four 
years is vested exclusively in Governor OrIT- 
TENDEN. The usual requirement that he shall 
submit nominations to the State Senate and 
appoint subject to “the advice and consent” of 
that body, is expressly omitted. Anything in 
the present Constitution conflicting with this 
new and exceptional grant of power to Gover- 
nor CRITTENDEN is to be ‘forever rescinded » 
by the operation of section 11, if the amendment 
is adopted. 

In all our constitutions, Federal and State, it 
has been the invariable rulo to provide ex- 
pressly that cxecutive appointments above a 
certain grade, and especially appointments of 
judges, shall be made “‘with the advice and 
consent of the Senate.” We believe this is the 
first time it was ever proposed to confer upon 
a Chief Executive the constitutional power to 
name the Judges of a Court of Appeais for a 
four years’ term without consylting the people 
or their representatives in either branch of the 
Legislature. And it is proposed to confer this 
extraordinary and exceptional power upon a 
Governor who has for three years shown him- 
self utterly unfit to exercise it. No other Gov- 
ernor elected by such a majority has ever suc- 
ceeded in rendering himself so odious to the 
people of a State by his pig-headed and shame- 
ful abuse of the appointing power. 

It may be that the necessity for this new 
court is so urgent as to outweigh this objection. 
But it is really a serious question whether any 
urgency can justify such a departure from safe 
precedents. Gov. CRITTENDEN is soon to re- 
sume the practice of law and the pursuit of 
office in the very Congressional district in 
which this amendment authorizes him to estab- 
lish three menibers of his political clique as 
Appellate Judges for four years.

“WasHINGTON, June 2, 1863 
“To —— ——, Esq., Philadelphia: » — 

“* * *® You informed me twoor three weeks 
ago that you had purchased 300 shares of Phila- 
delphia and Erie Railroad stock for me. At that 
time I was expecting means of payment from the 
sale of a farm in Ohio, and would have been glad to 
hold the stock for income. The sale, however, bas 
not yet been effected, and I have, therefore, not 
been able to tnake payment. 

“This morning I have yours of yesterday, noti- 
fying me that you bave sold the stock af an advance, 
which gives a profit of $4,200 on the transaction, 
and you inclose me a check for that amount. 

“as I had not paid for the stock, and did not con- 
template purchasing with a view to re-sale, I cannot 


‘ act which could give occasion to any suspicion that 


regard the profit as mine, and therefore return the 
check for $4,200. It is herewith inclosed. 

“Iam much obliged to you for your willingness 
to regard the money paid for the stock as a tempo- 
rary loan from you tome. But I cannot accept the 
favor. When Congress at the last session saw fit to 
clothe me with very large powers over currency and 
financial movements I determined to avoid every 


I would use the powers conferred on me to affect 
markets unnecessarily, or at all, with reference to 
the private advantage of anybody. To carry out 
this determination faithfully I must decline to re- 
ceive any advantage from purchases or sales made 
with a view to profits expected from the rise or fall 
of market prices. For these reasons I must decline 
to receive the check. For,in order to be able to 
render the most efficient service to our country, it is 
essential for me to be right as well as to seem right 
and to seem right as well as to be right.”

New York. October 381.—Steinway Hall was 
crowded last evening, notwithstanding the in- 
clement weather, by thousands of German citizens 
who intend to vote for Cleyeland and Hendricks 
next Tuesday. It was a verv intelligent and 
thoughtful, as well as enthusiastic audience. Mr. 
¢. Godfrey Gunther, formerly Mayor of New York, 
presided and introduced Mr. Joseph Pulitzer, the 
speaker of theevening. Mr. Pulitzer was received 
with applause as he stepped forward and said; “The 
question is, shall James G. Blaine fhisses}] obtain 
the highest honorary position in the gift of the peo- 
ple, or shall Grover Cleveland obtain it? The 
question is not whether the people wish to change 
the administration, but whether they can any longer 
doso. The question is whetber the office-holders 
rule the people or the people rule the office-hoiders. 
In Europe there isan aristocracy of birth, in this 
country an aristocracy of money, and I pre- 
fer the former to. the latter. This 
aristocracy feasted at Delmonico’s last evening. 
The aristocracy of Jay Gould [hisses], of Cyrus W. 
Field, of Russell Sage, and others whom you know. 
What do these railroad kings—these rascals become 
millionaires—wh at do they know of the wants and 
needs of the honest workinginan and mechanic? 
These people are for Blaine, but not for the people.

BAGGING A BALD EAGLE, 


A Hunter’s Desperate Fight With 
the King of Birds. 


——e—— 
Crippled and Tied, it Drives Him Home 
Seriously Wounded—Graphic Description 
’ of a Gallant Contest—The Royal Bird 


Finally Over powered and Made Captive. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatoh. 

Srockport,.Pa., October 31.—Lewis Williams, who 
lives in an isolated spot on the Preston Mountains, a 
few miles from this place, having set a trap to capt- 
ure a fox, which he had reason to believe was carry- 
ing away his chickens, went out yesterday morning 
to look at it and found it gone. The trap had been 
chained to a small stake in the ground and this had 
been pulled up and was missing with the 
trap and chain. Supposing that the 
fox had been caught in the trap and had escaped 
with it. Williams hunted about in the woods for 
some trace of it, but could find none. As he wasre- 
turning home he heard a sudden and great commo- 
tion among a flock of crows ina piece of woodsa 
quarter of a mile from his house. The crows were 
cawing furiously, and were circling around among 
the tree-tops in one particular spot.and occasionally 
darted about through the trees, Williams walked 
over toward the woods, and as he ap ed the 
crows increased their hub-bub. When he arrived 
within gun-shot they withdrew Oe 
more distant part of the wood, but 
kept up their noise. Williams had just entered the 
edge of the woods when he heard a rattling of the 
chain, and simultaneously an enormous bird strutted 
out from behind atree bringing the missing trap. 
The a of the trap were fastened on one leg of 
the bird, which was a bald eagle of the largest size. 
The eagie flew from the ground, and was rising 
with difficuity toward the top of a tall dead tree 
when Williams fired at it. The charge took effect 
in one of the eagle’s wings, and it fell to the ground. 
Thinking to capture the eagle alive, Williams ap- 
proached it, but, in spite of 

CRIPPLED WING 

and the burden of the trap on its legs, the bird flew 
at bim and attacked him with such fury that he 
turned and fled from the woods. Hurrying back 
home, Williams, without saying anything to others, 
procured a stout rope and a large feed bag. On his 
way back to the woods he noticed the crows which 
had attracted his attention tot e spotin the first 

lace. were hovering over the place where he had 
eft the eagle, and from their peculiar cries and 
trantic actions, he inferred that something unusual 


had occurred during his absence. The 
crows, knowing by the wonderful _in- 
stinct they possess, that the eagie was 


wounded, and hating as they do all large birds, had 
swarmed down on the eagle and attacked it in its 
crippled condition. This attack had been disastrous 
to the crows, for when Williams again reached the 
spot three lay dead near the enraged eagle and sev- 
eral others were dragging themselves away out of 
its reach, uttering tbe sharp, guttural cry which 
they only utter when wounded or in trouble. The 
eagle no sooner saw Williams approaching than it 
rushed at him with ail: the force at its command, 
hampered and cri led as it was, and foreed the 
fighting at once. illiams had made a noose in one 
end of the rope he carried, and when the e flew 
at him he waited until it was almost upon him and 
then quickly threw the noose over the bird's head 
and it slipped down around its wings. Wilhams 
drew the noosetight and fastened the other end of 
the rope toatree. The eagle was now shorn of the 
great 


STRENGTH IN ITS WINGS, 
but it pulled owdine taut in its efforts to get at its 
enemy. Asits thus straining at the rope, Will- 
iams succeeded in shipping the bag d 
head. He then clas the around 
the body. Anhouss now biinded and pinioned 
and wines fier ed, the eagle owas 6 aatill 
unconquered. As Williams stood with his arms 
around the great body of the bird, endeavoring to 
secure the mouth of the bag around its lees, She 
eagie suddenly sprang against him and striking him 
in the breast with its ove free talon, with one fierce 
downward stroke ripped the clothing from him, and 
tore the fleshinalong strip clear to the waist. 
Williams quickly released the bird and made haste 
to reach his home, supposing that he was terribly 
injured. Two men who were threshing buck- 
wheat for him were then informed of the presence 
of the eagle inthe woods, and they went to 
the spotand succeeded in overpowing it. It was 
brought to Williams and ted to a"post in the barn,the 
trap being removed from its legs. The eagle will 
measure at least eight feet from the tip of its wings 
and stands nearly four feet high. These birds still 
nest in tie rocky elevation in this region,where it is 
barely possible for human beings to gain access. 
They frequently visit sheep pastures in the neigh- 
borhoods and the poultry yards.

Both Democrats and Republicans Claim- 
ing the City—A Chat With Mr. Glover— 
Political Notes. 


About as easy a task as it is possible for one to 
accomplish is to get views fro: leading politicians 
as to the results of the city election. If the enquir- 


er seeks his information from a Republican source’ 


he will vet a statement buttressed by the strongest 
confidence that the Republican city ticket will be 
elected by a majority of about two thousand in 
round numbers, On the other hand of the fountain 
of iptelligence, the Democratic, one is told the same 
story with the word Democratic in place of the 
word Republican as quaiifying the noun ticket 
which is to be elected by a majority of several 
thousands. A reporter asked John Pohimann 
what was his honest opinion of the result in the city 
on the 4th of November. Mr. Pohlman immedi- 
ately filed his honest opinion that the city ticket of 
his party would go through with the rush: “You 
see,’’ said he, ‘‘we have the Irish vote solid. There 
is no longer any doubt about that, and when that 
vote goes, it goes solid, ihe Lrishmen of this city 
have determine ! to vote for Blaine and Logan, and 
that being the case, they will not stop with the head 
of the ticket. Itis not Mr. Blaine that they are 
looking to asthe man who will protect home in- 
dustry and American citizens, but the Republican 
party. They fee! themselves in line with our policy. 
and they will vote the whole ticket. An Irshman 
hates to scratch, that is why the Irish 
vote is such a big power in American 
olitics. In their case their loyalty is not to persons 

nt to principles and the principles of the Chicago 
Convention are represented by every man running 
on a Republican ticketin every part of America. 
And then there 's another thing you have to look at 
in polities which the Lrish voters, being born poli- 
ticians, understand as wellas anybody. No party 
organization can get along which is not true to 
itse.f all through from top tobottom. To win in the 
nation it must win inthe precinct. We want the 
[rish vote withus threugh and through, and nen | 
Irishman knows that he will get quicker and greater 
recognition on our tickets than he ever could with 


the Democrats. But the Irishman knows, too, that 
he must vote tne party ticket to maxe 
the party owe him his share of the party victory. 


In the past the Democratic majorities in St. Louis, 
whenever the party has had majorities, have been 
risa. They have lost that vote, and how are they 
going to carry their ticket? Itell you it cannot be 
done. ‘tLe Democrats‘will lose the city by about 8,000 
or inore. We will elect MeLean sure.” 

On the other hand, Mr. Ed. Butler is entirely sure 
that the Democratic city ticket will go through with

see sarge are simpiy preparing for themselves a 

ieavier Gisappointment than usual. Mr. Keevil, 
the chairman of the Democratic City Committee, 
is equally confident of the result.. He claims that 
the pegro vote of the Republicans have gone to 
pieces, and thatthe Democrats will gain a great 
deal more than they will lose in any direction. Mr. 
Keevil entirely disbelieves that there is any serious 
Irish disaffection, aud asserts the complete victory 
of every name on the city ticket. In the mean time, 
if a guess-work prediction of the result were to 

made at this stage of tue fight, based solely upon 
the uneasiness which some of the party managers 


would be, first, that a very beavy 
vote wiil be led, which will 
come within 10,000, or ‘thereabouts, of the registra- 
tion, and that t .e majority e.ther way wiil be a very 
small one, nobodv will have more than 1,500 or 2,000 
at the outside. 


His Course if Elected. 

Mr. John M. Glover defines his position as follows: 
“Tam neither a free trader nor a hign protection- 
ist. Iam, strictly speaking, a revenue reformer. I 
am in favor of such protection as lead s ultimately 
to free trade. Lam for such a freetrade as can 
onty be safely reached by a reasonable degree of 
protection. If elected to Congress I should not 
vote to repeal the whisky or tobaccotax. That I 
believe to be merely a ruse to keep up the high 
tariff. Ishould increase the free list by transfer- 
ring toit as rapidly as possible any article I could 
put there without destroying some branch of in- 
dustry. I would then treat the tariff question as 
affecting each industry asa question of fact and 
ascertain as a matter of fact what protection was 
needed to enable that industry to niake a living 
profit against foreign competition without re- 
ducing the wages of its laborers. I would fix the 
duty at that figure on that article and go on to the 
next. in every case g.ving the industry the benefit of 
the doubt. Such a course, I believe, would result 
in the raising of sufficient revenue to provide for 
the needs of the Government economically adminis- 
tered. and that being the case the tanff question 
would be solved. What would I donext? WelllI 
should take a rest then tothe end of my term and 
should I come up for re-election my future course 
can then be defined after a new conference with 
the people.”’

The Presidential Excitement 
Retarding Business Locally.

Architects Reporting but Little Doing and 
Nothing in Prospect—Chats With Lead- 
ing Real Estate Dealers—Renting‘® and 
Loaning Fairly Active, but no Sales to 
Speak Of—Some Sample Transactions. 


A very few days now will decide whether there is 
any vitality left in the real estate market the pres- 
ent season. At present the influence 
of the near-at-hand Presidential election 
is felt more than ever before.

As one of the real estate 
agents put it: ‘The Democrats feel certain that if 
Blaine is elected the result will be quite disastrous- 
to business, and the Republicans believe that Cleve 
land's defeat is essential to a revival of trade. So, 
between them both we real estate men are 
not doing a very thriving business. Judging by the 
hopeful gone in which most of the latter speak of 
the future, it is quite reasonable to assume that a 
very decided livening up of trade may be looked for 
between now and the Christmas holidays. There 
have been observed within the past few weeks 
symptouis of a gratifying increased interest on tne 
part of purchasers. There has been a greatly im- 
proved inquiry,_if not for, atany rate concerning 
salable real estate, and it only needs a genera! im- 
provement in business to bring these people to the 
point of actual negotiation, which reached, the un- 
deniable energy and tact of St. Louis real estate 
men can be relied upon to produce satisfactory re- 
sults.
